Three Members Of Gov't Knew Of Shortages 


WERE ADVISED 
OF CONDITION 
TRUST FUNDS 


Comptroller Wrote Minis- 
ter of Education on May 
23 Probe Reveals 


WINNIPEG, Oct. 1—At least three 
Members of the Manitoba govern- 
ment had been advised of shortages 
in the University of Manitoba en- 
dowment funds three months before 
the public learned of it, a board of 
inquiry was told Friday 

During the course of his testi- 
mony, Robert Drummond, provincial 


comptroiler-generel, told the board 
of inguiry, which under Mr. Justice 
Turgeon is investigating the joss of 
$1,000,900 in the endowment funds, 
that on May 23 he had written Hon 
R. A. Hoey, minister of education, 
to the effect that the funds were 
short $589,663. Copies of the letter, 
he said, had been sent to Hon W 
J, Major, attorney general, and R 
McN. Pearson, deputy provincial 
treasurer, who said he had shown 
the letter to Premier John Bracken 


REVEALED IN REPORT 

The shortages had been revealed 
in an auditors’ 
ment fund books kept by the invest- 
ment firm of Machray & Sharpe, 
through whose accounts all invest- 
ment funds of the university were 
handled J. A. Machray, senior 
partner of the firm now serving 
seven years in penitentiary for 
stealing $500,000 from the institu- 
tion, was chairman of the board of 
governors of the university and hon- 
orary bursar, thus having control 
of the investment funds 

Another day's investigtiona by 
the board disclosed further failure 
of the board of governors to com- 
ply with the university act For 
five years no proper report was 
mede by the board to the govern- 
ment and for two years no report 
at all was submitted to the legis- 
lature. The five improper reports 
did not contain financial state- 
ments, J. T. Thorson, associate 
counsel for the board, declared 

In one instance a report was sub- 
mitted in typewritten form to’ the 
legislature but the auditers’ ceri- 
ficate was not attached until afer 
the report had been tabled reports 
showed. 


DEEPLY CONCERNED 
Drummond told the board he had 

been deeply concerned abeut the 

apparent shortages and he pro- 


duced a copy of the letter to Mr 
Hoey. The letter told Mr. Hoey that 
shortages of $589,663 had been 
found in ‘the account of the Uni- 
versity land board and two of the 
endowment funds. In the ordinary 
course of business, the letter said. 
this sum would have been allocated 
from Machrry & Sharpe's own 
trust account and transferred to 
these other trust accounts. 

The comptroller-genczal's 
said they had been trying over a 
year to have the allocation made, 
but his officers had been told that 
first, J. H. Shanks, chief accountant 
for the firm ‘since deceased) was 
ill, and then Machray was added to 
the sick list and that the matter 
could not be attended to. Drum- 
mond said he had unsuccessfully 
tried to see Machray and that his 
only communication with him had 
been by letter or telephone. This 
letter had been sent May 23, 1932 

The comptroller-genera! said he 
had continually drawn the matter 
to the attention of the chairman of 
the governors ‘(Machray), but he 
had not communicated with any 
other members of the board 

On June 28, 1932, Drummond said 
he had voiced a suspicion that some- 
thing was seriously wrong to Mr 
Craig, K.C., a member of board, but 
that until his suspicions were con- 
firmed he did his “utmost to keep 
it quiet.” 

NUMEROUS EXHIBITS 

Numerous documents and state- 
ments were then filed as, exhibits 
for the board. Some of thése were 
statements by Shanks, secretary to 
the University Land Board, for the 
year 1925 to 1930. When questioned 
regarding the lateness of auditors’ 
seals compared with the date of the | 
reperts, Drummond said the depart- 
ment had difficulty in getting for 
auditing. Some of them, he said, 
were as long as four years behind. 

H. H. Dunwoody, clerk of the 
legislative assembly, presented re- 
ports from the governors to the 
government from 1917 to 1930, but | 
reports for two years, 1918-19 and 
1922-23 were missing entirely. No, 
trace could be found of these. Dun-

Yesterday, in this column, a protest was made 
against the manner in which the financial system 
is being used to rob the public at both ends— 
depressing the price of commodities by a money 
shortage, to a’ poirt where paralysis has set in, and 
levying exorbitant interest rates on loans made to 
the public on sound governmental and municipal 
security. 

Here are a few illustrations of the latter evil 


Recent sales clude: 
Province of British Columbia two year 
5 per cent gold bonds, sold to a New York 
house on a 10 per cent basis and offered to 
the U.S. public at a price to yield 7 por cent 
British Columbia receives proceeds in Cana- 
dian funds at the rate of 105.50. (Needless 
to point out it is anybody's gamble what the 
actual cost of this loan will be. It will de- 
pend on the rate of exchange at the time of 
repayment. In any event U.S. investors are 
sure of 7 per cent paid in gold.) 
St. John, NB. sold $600,000 of school 
bonds on a basis of 6.12 per cent 
Province of Saskatchewan recently sold 
bonds to yield 6% per cent.

Her husband, a partially 
cripled man of 40, has been ovt of work for some 
months 

Under these torturing circumstances she recently 
gave birth to her eighth child What happened 
after the woman left hospital with her baby no one 
definitely knows—possibly not even the woman 
She returned to her home without the baby. lis 
dead body was found a few days later on the beach 
near the False Creek trestic. An autopsy showed 
the infant had died from drowning 

The woman was in such an ebject menial state 
at the time of her arrest and tor some days alier- 
wards, that the judge refused to allow her state- 
ment, obtained by the police, to be used as evidence 
against her. With great humanity he ruled that 
while the police acted properly in securing the 
statement, the accused woman was not in @ tit 
stale of mind at the time to realize her position 
or understand her rights. 

With this evidence excluded the Crown was 
helpless and withdrew the charge The woman wa. 
freed to return te her seven children—and to her 
waiting husband—without the knowledge that would 
have saved her physical and mental condition and 
averted this tragedy.

The Proper Cleaning of Shrimps 

It is very necessary to clean 
shrimps properly Always make 
sure that you remove the dark 
streak down the back of each 
| shrimp. If you neglect to do this 
poisoning is likely to result.

MOSES’ DEATH AND BURIAL. 

Because of Moses’ sin two years 
before in smiting the rock and tak- 
ing credit upon himself for bring- 
ing forth water for the people. in- 
Stead of giving glory to God for the 
miracle, it had been teld him that 
he would not be permitted to cross 
over Jordan with the people. But 
Jehovah graciously tempered the 
judgment with mercy. as he ever 
does with his children whom he 
must chasten 

The fina! summons, therefore 
came to this greatest character of 
the Old Testament to be gathered 
unto his fathers: “Get thee up into 


this mountain of Abarim. unto
